Wellesley High pro social clubs allow kids to connect with 
other students about anything imaginable passions, problems... 
the list goes on. Pro Social clubs work to achieve various 
many goals throughout the year. Established in 4 07, The Way 
began its quest to spread the word of Jesus Christ and provide 
an open and safe place for students to talk about the Christian 
religion. Special events included a guest motivational speaker 
and many gatherings in different places of worship, which, in 
turn, connected many WHS students from youth groups in other 
towns. Their goal is not to “convert” people to Christianity rather 
to teach and support students about their values and beliefs.
